2. Regarding independent claims 1 and 17, Pitcher (US 
6,370,142) teaches identifying at least one virtual local area 
network on a network and organizing the identified virtual local 
area network into a multicast domain on the network (col. 7 
lines 34 - 37) however nothing in the prior art of record 
teaches nor fairly suggests designating an organized virtual 
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area network as a multicast virtual local area network of the 
multicast domain for receiving a multicast message.
